That an offer to sell the distribution 


system, which includes the poles, 
lines, transformers and meters, to the 
-city has been made by the attorneys 
representing the New Smyrna Public 
Service company, is the report made 
by the attorneys for the city. This 
report was made at a special called 
meeting of the city council held on 
Monday night and the attorneys for 
the city were instructed to go ahead 
and make the purchase 
' 


It was also reported by the attor- 


neys for the city that an offer had al 
ready been made the representatives 
of the New Smyrna Public Service 
company of $10,000 for the distribu- 
tion system and that the Jacksonville 
attorneys had been instructed from 
the headquarters of the company in 
Boston to sell at that price 
This is 


the price named in the proposition 
to sel! to the city 


.However, there is a difference in 


making a sale of this part of the 
equipment to the city and to some in 
dividual or company, in -that if the 
sale is made to "the city it will prob- 
ably carry.a provision for dissolving 
the 
injunction suit now pend.ng 


-against the light company and permit 
-the company to remove the remainder 
ef its plant and equipment 
If the 


sale is made to any other party the 
Injunction suit will be continued and 
pressed and the purchaser of th« 
equipment becomes a party to the 
suit along with the light companj 


At a special meetmg of the city 


•council with the city's attorneys last 
week Thursday nigtt, .he attorneys 
•were instructed to continue the in 
junction suit against the light com- 
pany and protect the interests of the 
«ty and residents in every legal way 
possible Eollowing these instructions, 
the attorneys prepared a motion to 
lie argued in the federal district 
court asking that the order appoint 
ing a receiver be vacated, and Attor 
Bey Bert Fish went to Jacksonville to 
present the motion 


In conference with Attorney Me 


Cullom &. Clark in Jacksonville, the 
proposition to sell the distrifoutioa 
system was made and Attorney F'°U 
came back to New Smyrna to present 
the matter to the council, recommend 
that the proposition be accepted and 
ask for instructions 
He 
was in 


stmcted to make the purchase 


In taking this step it will be neces 


sary for the New Smyrna Public Ser 
vice company to ask the federal court 
for an order instructing the receiver 
to make the sale and the receiver will 
proceed under the orders of the court 
This will take some time, and as a 
consequence the sale can not be com- 
pleted at once 


If the distribution system becomes 


the property of the city a decisive 
step towards obtaining lights for the 
city will have been made 
Whether 


the city retains possession of the 
system or disposes of it to some in 
dividual or company seeking a fran 
chise, it insures that the poles and 
lines will remain where -they are and 
that there will be no further trouble 
about removing meters from homes 
and business places 


The next step in the effort to ob- 


tain lights will be taken at an ad 
journed meeting of the city council to 
be held tonight 
This meeting is for 


the purpose of receiving bids and 
propositions to furnish the city with 
electric current 
The city council 


has determined that the cit> is not 
at this time in position to vote and 
issue bondr to establish a municipal 
electric plant and hrve the plant in 
operation and giving service by the 
beginning of the winter season 
The 


touncil is leadv to grant a franchise 
to an individual or companv that e-n 
set thp plant established and giving 
service within a reasonable time Such 
a. franchise if granted by the council 
sill contain the necessaiv pio\i«ions 
to pioteit the citj and residents from 
such rotten service as they have had 
to put up with from the New Smvrna 
Public Service companj 


In case satisfactory arrangements 


can not be made for granting a fran 
chise to an individual or company 
it is understood the Bast Coast Mill 
mg company stands leadj to furnish 
the necessary power from its plant 
just outside the city limits and the 
city can purchase one or two elec 
trical units and establish them in a 
building near the big mill and be pre- 
pared to supply the necessary cur-

News that he has recommended to 
the county school board that the 
special bond assessment in districts 
No. C, Daytona, No 14, Lake Helen, 
No 12, DeLand, and No 41, Sea- 
breeze, be reduced from five mills to 
three mills for the present tax year 
By such reduction in the rate of tax 
ation for retiring outstanding bonds 
the taxpayers will be saved in actual 
dollars during the present year Day- 
tona, $6,446, DeLand, $3,428, Lake 
Helen, $612, Seabreeze, $2382, or a 
total saving for the four districts of 
$13,382 


Such a i eduction in the rate of tax 


ation is possible for th£ present year 
and for the next three years, then 
creating sufficient funds to pay the 
semiannual interest on outstanding 
bonds and create funds to retire bonds 
when they mature 


Although DeLand has recentlv is 


sued or authorized an additional is 
sue of $30 000 of bonds it is possible 
to take care 
of this indebtedness 


along with il e larger issue of $60 000 
and reduce ..axes too 


It is regietted that the school board 


is not authorized to use this assess 
ment for other school purposes, but 
according to law this assessment can 
be made for no other purpose than 
that of creating an interest and sink 
ing fund for outstanding bonds 
The 


other bonded districts, New Smyrna, 
Holly Hill and Ormond are not able 
to reduce the bond tax rate because 
the assessed valuations are 
insuffi- 


cient in those districts to pay inter- 
est and create the necessary retir- 
ing fund at a lower rate of taxation.

It is probable that a part of the 


apparent 
lack of interest in tha 


election was caused bv the fact that 
another election will be held next 
w eek Saturday on the question of unit 
mg the the Hawks Park and New 
Smjraa school districts into one dis- 
trict If this election is carried it will 
place the territory now embiaced in 
the Hawks Park district in the New 
Smvina district and insure the chil- 
dren of that terntoij the improved 
facilities/of the New Smyrna schools 
The Hawks Park children have been 
attending the New Smyrna schools 
during the last two jears through 
an arrangement of the two boards of 
trustees with the countv school board, 
but this arrangement can be termin- 
ated at anv time by any of the boards 
concerned and it would then be neces- 
sarj to re-establish the school in 
Hawks Park 


If the Hawks Park territory is 


taken into the New Smyrna district 
the taxes derived for school purposes 
will be credited to this district instead

All the world has heard of the Koh- 


1-rior, or, as it has been sometimes 
called, the Great Mogul diamond, and 
It would seem that there was noth- 
ing more to be said about it, remarks 
Eleanor Maddock in Asia Magazine. 
Yet, in point of fact, not a tenth part 
of its history has ever been traced, 
so far does it extend back Into the 
vistas of the past. 


Perhaps one of the strangest things 


about it is that It cannot be lost to the 
world indefinitely. It was bricked and 
plastered up In a wall and miraculous- 
ly found after its former owner had 
been murdered. It was twice thrown 
away as a bit of glass and once went to 
the washerwoman In the pocket of an 
Englishman's drill suit. 


•This matchless gem Is called in In- 


dia the "Mountain of Light" and the 
"Talisman of Kings;" the latter be- 
cause it was said to bring sovereignty 
to its possessor. Strangely enough, af- 
ter It fell Into the hands of a Turkish 
slave of illegitimate origin, a line 
known as the "Slave Kings" sat on 
the throne of Delhi for eighty years, 
during which period the desire to pos- 
sess the* talisman amounted to a fren- 
zied obsession. 
Suddenly it disappear- 


ed in the chaos that brousht the slave 
dynasty to an end in 1290. 


The Koh-i-nor later scintillated with- 


| out bloodshed through the reign of 
| Shah Jahan down to his son Aurang- 


zeb, who exhibited it to a number of 
Europeans whom he was entertaining 
at his court. Among them was Taver- 
nier, the French Jeweler, who later 


' wrote a descriptive account of it for 


he delectation of Europe. After be- 


ig tossed like a shuttlecock in the 
elhi loot and remaining for a period 
f years with the Siliks in the Punjab, 
his "most celebrated diamond in the 
world now rests on a purple velvet 
ushion among Britain's crown jewels 
n the grim old Tower of London.

How Wit Helps Legislation 


It is sometimes said that a repute- 
ion for wit is fatal to a serious le? 
slatne career 
But the statement is 


not altogether true for more than 
race a bit of wit has presented legis 
atne foils 


It is a tradition in Philadelphia 


hat during the constitutional conven 
ion it was proposed to incorporate in 
he Constitution a provision that the 
Jnited States armv should never ex 
ceed 3000 men 
According to the 


radition the debate, which was pos 
sibly informal and outside the regu- 
ar sitting, was abrupt'y cut short 
when Benjamin Franklin solemnly 
mggested that there be incorporated 
another clause making it part of the 
organic law of the land that no for- 
dgn nation should ever mvade the 
country with an army of more than 
8,000 


A somewhat similar point 
was 


scored in the state legislature a few
